Even though I don’t 
expect some terrible disaster like this to ever happen in our country, the security 
nevertheless has to be there at all times, even if it is to protect the teams from 
over enthusiastic followers and media. 


Away from the organisation, we as followers, can expect a feast of soccer. 
Australia will be playing against Argentina, the present champions and holders 
of the Cup, England and Cameroon. This round is to be played in Sydney and 
the Argentina-England game in Newcastle. Group A consists of the US.A., 
Uruquay, Poland and Quatar, to be played in Brisbane. Group B: Brazil, 
Romania, Italy and South Korea in Melbourne, and Canberra with Adelaide 
share Group C, consisting of West Germany, Mexico, Spain and Egypt. From 
then onwards the winners and runners-up of those groups will play in various 
cities, with the final at the S.C.G. in Sydney on Sunday, 18th October. 


__ Even though I cannot see Australia reaching the finals, for our players it 
will be a great and wonderful experience to play against the cream of football 
nations and the champions, Argentina. 


We, as a Club, are proud to have one Australian representative in the 
squad, our own Robert Wheatley, and we wish him and his team mates all the 
best and good luck in their games with Australia giving a good account of them- 
selves in this World Cup Youth series. 


I appeal to you as BLACKTOWN CITY AND DEMONS supporters to give. 
AUSTRALIA all your support during this tournament and fire our players on 
to greater deeds. Certainly don’t miss out on this great soccer event and get in 
early for your tickets.
